- Recycling Millage: 

This proposal will permit the County to 
renew the current levy of .15 mill for recy- 
cling purchases and programs. The electors 
previously approved a similar millage in 2016, 
which expired in 2019. 

Shall the tax limitation on the amount of 
taxes which may be imposed on taxable prop- 
erty in Charlevoix County, State of Michigan, 
be increased by .15 mills (15 cents $.15) per 
thousand dollars ($1,000) of taxable value for 
a period of four (4) years, 2020 through 2023 
inclusive, for the purpose of capital purchases 
and recycling programs? If approved and 
levied in its entirety, it is estimated that the 
.15 mill would raise an estimated $332,014 for 
the County when first levied in 2020. 


- Senior Citizen Millage: 


This proposal will permit the County to 
renew the current levy of .65 mills for senior 
citizen programs. The electors previously ap- 
proved .65 mills senior millage in 2016, which 
expired in 2019. 

Shall the tax limitation on general ad val- 
orem taxes within Charlevoix County im- 
posed under Article IX, Sec. 6 of the Michigan 
Constitution be increased for Charlevoix 
County Commission on Aging by .65 mills or 
$0.65 per $1,000.00 of taxable value for a period 
of four (4) years, 2020 through 2023 inclusive, 
for the purpose of supporting existing and im- 
plementing additional Senior Citizen pro- 
grams? If approved and levied in its entirety, 
it is estimated that the .65 (65/100) mill would 
raise an estimated $1,438,727 for the County 
when first levied in 2020.

Energy efficiency & 
costs-saving tips 


In the wake of the ongoing 
heat wave sweeping across the 
Midwest and Michigan, DTE 
Energy is issuing guidance to 
its electric customers on how 
they can save money on their 
energy bills during this period 
of extreme heat.

If 
you do have to cook in the 
kitchen, turn on your exhaust 
fan to move the hot air outside. 

- Postpone doing laundry, 
washing your dishes or run- 
ning the dishwasher until the 
evening when outdoor temper- 
atures have cooled down a bit. 

- Let your dishes air dry in 
the dishwasher instead of 
using the heated drying fea- 
ture, which can leak heat into 
your kitchen, raising indoor 
temperatures and humidity 
levels.

Michigan High School Ath- 
letic Association member 
schools will begin the 2020-21 
school year playing Fall 
sports as traditionally sched- 
uled, but with contingency 
concepts for potential inter- 
ruptions due to the spread of 
COVID-19. 

The MHSAA Representa- 
tive Council, the Associa- 
tion, Ads 19-member 
legislative body, met virtually 
with MHSAA staff Wednes- 
day (July 15) to discuss a se- 
ries of ideas for playing 
sports beginning in August. 
The Council will meet again 
July 29 for further discus- 
sion. Currently, high school 
football practices are sched- 
uled to begin Aug. 10, with all 
other Fall sports to start 
practice Aug. 12. 

The MHSAA is moving for- 
ward with a plan that first 


calls for all Fall sports to be 
started and played as sched- 
uled. However, if the situa- 
tion deems it necessary, the 
start of some or all Fall 
sports practices or competi- 
tions could be delayed. The 
next step in the plan,A6s pro- 
gression calls for lower-risk 
Fall sports that can be played 
to be completed, with higher- 
risk Fall sports postponed 
until later in the school year. 
If all Fall sports must be sus- 
pended, they will be resched- 
uled during a reconfigured 
calendar that would see Win- 
ter sports begin in November 
followed by the conclusion of 
Fall and Spring seasons po- 
tentially extending into July 
2021. 

Additionally, the Council 
considered a concept that 
would swap traditional Fall 
and Spring sports, but deter- 
mined that was not a feasible 
plan.

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Dr. Fauci’s Best Pieces Of Advice For Keeping Sate From Covid-19 


Dr. Anthony Fauci, direc- 
tor of the National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious Dis- 
eases (NIAID), has been one 
of the most trusted voices of 
reason during the coron- 
avirus pandemic. In a recent 
poll published by The New 
York Times, at least two 
thirds of Americans ex- 
pressed faith in his leader- 
ship throughout the COVID 
crisis. That’s why, when 
Fauci offers advice on how to 
stay safe from coronavirus, 
the world would be wise to 
listen. 


AVOID BARS 


Fauci has been explicit in 
his advisory that people 
should stop frequenting bars. 
Not only do bars tend to be 
densely crowded, they’re also 
often poorly ventilated—the 
perfect conditions for en- 
abling superspreader events. 
“We need to really take seri- 
ously the issue of wearing 
masks all the time and not 
congregating in bars,” Fauci 
explained in a recent inter- 
view with InStyle. “I think we 
can stop that by just closing 
[bars] because they are cer- 
tainly an important mecha- 
nism of this spread.” In other 
words, just because bars in 
your area are open, it doesn’t 
necessarily mean they’re 
safe. 


WEAR A MASK 


Fauci urged public officials 
to be “as forceful as possible” 
in regards to getting citizens 
to wear masks, CNN reports. 
“When you have crowds of 
people together and you have 
the lack of wearing a mask, 
that increases the risk of 
there being transmissibility. I 
have no doubt about that,” he 


explained in an interview for 
CNBC’s Halftime Report. 
Though early on, Fauci advo- 
cated leaving masks to med- 
ical professionals, for the 
past several months he has 
been consistent in his mes- 
saging that mask-wearing is 
an essential line defense 
against the virus—and some- 
thing we should all do every 
time we leave the house. 


MAINTAIN SOCIAL 
DISTANCE 


Fauci has been very clear 
in stating the importance of 
social distancing in response 
to the pandemic. In an inter- 
view for ABC’s Powerhouse 
Politics podcast, Fauci stated 
that the “best way that you 
can avoid either acquiring or 
transmitting infection is to 
avoid crowded places,” in 
conjunction with wearing a 
mask. 

Additionally, he recently 
told a Senate committee that 
new coronavirus cases 
“could go up to 100,000 a day” 
if people don’t practice social 
distancing and consistent 
mask-wearing in public. In 
response to a question from 
Senator Elizabeth Warren 
about the cause for climbing 
case numbers, Fauci pointed 
to instances of large gather- 
ings. “Look at some of the 
film clips you’ve seen, of peo- 
ple congregating, often with- 
out masks,” he said. By 
avoiding these gatherings, 
you can keep yourself and 
others safe. Be prepared for 
situations beyond your con- 
trol 

Fauci has suggested that 
people should be prepared to 
be in a crowd, even if they 
don’t leave the house expect- 


Governor extends declaration of emer- 
gency amid rising COVID-19 cases 


After every region in 
Michigan saw an uptick in 
new COVID-19 cases over 
the past three weeks, Gover- 
nor Gretchen Whitmer took 
swift action by signing a 
new executive order to save 
lives. Executive Order 2020- 
151 extends the governor’s 
emergency and disaster dec- 
laration until August 11, 
2020 at 11:59pm. 

“COVID-19 has now killed 
more than 6,000 people in 
Michigan. That’s more than 
6,000 of our parents, grand- 
parents, friends, and neigh- 
bors. And the rising 
numbers we’ve seen over 
the past few weeks prove 
that this virus is still a very 
real threat in our state,” 
said Governor Whitmer. 
“Today, I signed new emer- 
gency and disaster declara- 
tions using independent 
sources of statutory author- 
ity to continue saving lives 
and ensure that the brave 
men and women on the 
front lines of this crisis have 
the tools they need.” 

“Throughout this crisis, 
the vast majority of Michi- 
ganders have done their 
part, but we must remain 
vigilant and continue to do 
everything we can to protect 
our loved ones,” said Whit- 
mer. “That means wearing a 
mask over your mouth and 
nose and practicing safe 
physical distancing when 
going out in public. If we all 
do our part now, there is a 
greater chance that schools 
can resume in-person learn- 
ing in the fall. Be smart, be 
safe, and mask up.” 

Daily COVID-19 case 
counts now exceed 20 cases 
per million in the Detroit, 
Lansing, Grand Rapids, and 
Kalamazoo regions. Positiv- 
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ity rates are creeping up- 
ward. The increase in cases 
reflects a national trend: 
COVID-19 cases are growing 
in 39 states and in some are 
surging uncontrollably. Two 
days ago, for example, 
Florida recorded 15,300 new 
cases in a Single day, the 
highest one-day total for any 
state so far during the pan- 
demic. 

“COVID-19 still poses a 
threat to families across 
Michigan, and it’s crucial 
that Governor Whitmer con- 
tinue to take swift action to 
save lives,” said Chief Med- 
ical Executive and MDHHS 
Chief Deputy for Health Dr. 
Joneigh Khaldun. “Michi- 
ganders should all continue 
to do their part by wearing a 
mask and practicing safe 
physical distancing. We will 
get through this when we 
work together.” 

The severe economic toll 
of the COVID-19 pandemic 
continues to mount. During 
this crisis, Michigan has 
often processed more unem- 
ployment claims in a single 
day than in the most painful 
week of the Great Reces- 
sion, and the state already 
saw its highest unemploy- 
ment rate since the Great 
Depression. The Michigan 
Department of Treasury 
predicts that this year the 
state will lose between $1 
and $3 billion in revenue. At 
the same time, continued 
federal support is by no 
means assured. Unless it is 
renewed, for example, Con- 
gress’s emergency infusion 
of money into the unem- 
ployment system will cease 
at the end of this month. 
Without that money, many 
families in Michigan will 
struggle to pay their bills or 
even put food on the table. 

The health, economic, and 
social harms of the COVID- 
19 pandemic remain wide- 
spread and severe, and they 
continue to constitute a 
statewide emergency and 
disaster. Though local 
health departments have 
some limited capacity to re- 
spond to cases as they arise 
within their jurisdictions, 
state emergency operations 
are necessary to bring this 
pandemic under control in 
Michigan and to build and 
maintain infrastructure to 
stop the spread of COVID- 
19, trace infections, and 
quickly direct additional re- 
sources to hot-spots as they 
emerge. 


ing one. “It’s become clear 
that even when you try to do 
with certain necessities of 
life —going out to get food, or 
going to a pharmacy to get 
medications— that you may 
inadvertently come into 
closer contact,” he explained. 
For that reason, you should 
never leave the house with- 
out a mask and hand sani- 
tizer. 


RECOGNIZE YOUR RE- 
SPONSIBILITY 


Fauci hasn’t been shy 
about calling on the Ameri- 
can people to recognize their 
own role in the spread of 
coronavirus. “You have an in- 
dividual responsibility to 
yourself, but you [also] have a 
societal responsibility,” Fauci 
explained during a recent 
White House coronavirus 
task force briefing. “We’ve 
got to realize that we are part 
of the process,” he added. 
Seeing yourself as someone 
who can help or hinder the 
crisis will remind you to 
make safer choices. 


REMEMBER THAT 
ASYMPTOMATIC PEO- 
PLE ARE CONTAGIOUS 


Fauci has frequently ex- 
pressed his belief that the 
prevalence of asymptomatic 
cases is why so many people 
neglect to take the virus seri- 
ously, and why it subse- 
quently spreads so easily 
from one person to the next. 
As Fauci explained in an in- 
terview for ABC Good Morn- 
ing America, “25 percent [to] 
45 percent of the totality of 
infected people likely are 


without symptoms, and we 
know from epidemiological 
studies that they can trans- 
mit to someone who is unin- 
fected even when they are 
without symptoms.” The key 
is to act as though everyone 
has it, and take the necessary 
precautions. 


GET THE VACCINE 
WHEN IT’S AVAILABLE 


After reviewing data from 
Phase One of coronavirus 
vaccine trials, Fauci declared 
the results “very good news.” 
“Tt’s understandable, but un- 
justified,” Fauci said in re- 
sponse to the skepticism. 
“We’re not compromising 
safety; we’re not compromis- 
ing scientific integrity.” In an 
interview with CNN, he ex- 
pressed concern that we 
would fail to reach herd im- 
munity if enough people de- 
cided against getting the 
vaccine. Instead, Fauci ad- 
vises that once it’s available, 
we should all get vaccinated. 


GET TESTED IF YOU 
FEEL SICK 


As far as Fauci is con- 
cerned, testing is a key part 
of the puzzle when it comes 
to slowing coronavirus. For 
that reason, he has advocated 
“flooding the system with 
testing, so you really geta 
good handle about what is 
going on in the community.” 
If you feel symptoms and sus- 
pect you might have COVID- 
19, get tested as soon as 
possible, and begin isolating 
even before getting your re- 
sults. This will stop you from 
spreading it to your family 
members and others. 


TRUST RESPECTED 
MEDICAL PROFES- 
SIONALS 


“Republican, Democrat, 
anybody else, we are all in 
this together,” Fauci said in a 
recent virtual forum at 
Georgetown University. “I be- 
lieve for the most part you 
can trust respected medical 
authorities. I believe I’m one 
of them, so I think you can 
trust me ... [and other ex- 
perts] who have a track 
record of telling the truth.” 
In other words, resist the 
urge to see the pandemic as a 
partisan issue, and focus on 
the facts from trusted med- 
ical professionals. 


TAKE YOUR UNDER- 
LYING HEALTH CON- 
DITIONS SERIOUSLY 


“This will be a recommen- 
dation,” Fauci said in an in- 
terview on Meet the Press. 
“If you’re a person with an 
underlying condition and you 
are particularly an elderly 
person with an underlying 
condition, you need to think 
twice about getting ona 
plane, on a long trip. And not 
only think twice. Just don’t 
get on a cruise ship.” If you 
have diabetes, hypertension, 
cancer, or any other co-mor- 
bidities, you should plan on 
exercising extreme caution 
until the pandemic is under 
control. 


EXPECT PROGRESS 
TO BE GRADUAL 


“We've got to have a deli- 
cate balance of carefully and 
prudently going towards nor- 


mality,” Fauci said on Friday, 
talking to the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce Foundation in 
Washington. He has previ- 
ously warned that having un- 
realistic expectations could 
lead people to get discour- 
aged, but throwing up our 
hands and discontinuing nec- 
essary safety measures is 
simply not an option. 


ONLY ALLOW CHIL- 
DREN TO PLAY IN 
GROUPS OF 5 TO 10 


Fauci has encouraged peo- 
ple to be “realistic” about so- 
cial distancing with children 
during these summer 
months. “A complete lock- 
down of children is going to 
be impossible as the summer 
months come,” Fauci ac- 
knowledged. “I don’t think 
it’s going to be reasonable 
outside when kids are run- 
ning around, playing base- 
ball, that they’re going to be 
wearing masks and staying [6 
feet apart].” That’s why he 
advocates limiting group 
gatherings for children to be- 
tween five and 10 at a time. 
This is a concrete way to 
limit potential spread, while 
still accounting for children’s 
needs. 


LET YOUR GROCERIES 
SIT FOR A DAY 


“T go shopping for gro- 
ceries, or to drugstores,” he 
began. “I don’t disinfect the 
bags. In general, I will take 
the materials out of the bags, 
then wash my hands with 
soap and water, and then use 
hand sanitizer, and let every- 
thing sit for a day.” 


Business face mask tips to comply with 
Federal and State Disability Laws 


he Michigan Department 
of Civil Rights today cau- 
tioned Michigan businesses 
and other public accommo- 
dations to make sure they 
follow state and federal law 
when enforcing rules on 
wearing a mask or face cov- 
ering in their facilities. 

“Tt is important to remem- 
ber that along with Execu- 
tive Orders and specific 
store policies, businesses 
and other public spaces 
must continue to follow the 
federal Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act (ADA) and 
Michigan’s Persons with 
Disabilities Civil Rights Act 
(PWDCRA) during the 
COVID-19 pandemic,” said 
Mary Engelman, Interim Di- 
rector of the Michigan De- 
partment of Civil Rights. 
“We must ensure that people 
with disabilities are able to 
access the same goods and 
services that we all enjoy.” 

Executive Order No. 2020- 
153 mandates businesses: 

- Post notice of the re- 
quirement to wear a face 
covering where all can see; 

- Enforce this face cover- 
ing requirement; and

- Provide for exceptions, 
including the exception for 
those who cannot medically 
tolerate wearing one. 

- May not assume that an 
unmasked customer cannot 
medically tolerate a face 
covering, though they may 
accept a customer’s verbal 
representation to that effect. 

With or without a man- 
date, a business must make 
choices about how to imple- 
ment its ‘no mask, no serv- 
ice’ policy. It must enforce 
the policy for everyone, 
while also remaining in 
compliance with the ADA 
and PWDCRA. It can do so 
by doing one of three things: 

- Provide anyone who does 
not wear a face covering, for 
whatever reason, an alterna- 
tive to entering without a 
face covering (examples 
might include having staff 
shop for them, providing 
carryout service, etc.); 

- Engage in a dialogue 
with each individual who is 
not wearing a face covering 
to determine if, due to a dis- 
ability, the business can pro- 
vide a reasonable 
accommodation/modifica- 
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tion of the policy for this in- 
dividual (this might include 
allowing a face shield, or 
any of the examples above); 
or 

- Allow entry to anyone 
who indicates they cannot 
medically tolerate a face 
covering, while excluding 
others whose reasons for not 
wearing one are not covered 
in the EO or are not covered 
under the ADA or PWDCRA. 

It is important to remem- 
ber that under the ADA, if a 
reasonable accommodation 
for a person with a disability 
is available, the business 
must provide one. If a busi- 
ness or public space offers a 
reasonable accommodation 
and the individual rejects it, 
or if an accommodation is 
not possible, the business 
may deny entry to that indi- 
vidual. 

“Michigan businesses are 
facing unprecedented chal- 
lenges in providing essential 
goods and services while 
protecting the health and 
well-being of both their em- 
ployees and their cus- 
tomers,” said Engelman. 
“This guidance is designed
